Most InilfpemV*m One In the World 
Is In Norway. 
Probably *h** mr -t independent and 
aristocratic bank in the w orld is the 
Norg'-s or na tiona l bank of Norway, it 
seems to be w holly indifferent to doing 
business of any kind, and wha t it does 
do it insists npon doing in 
its own 
delibera te way. 
Socia lly the bank is of 
considerable importance. 
The director? 
meet twice a week, and these friendly 
ga therings are said to be most enjoyable 
affairs. 
Leans and discounts form the 
chief subjects of conv ersation. 
No loan 
or discount can be made w ithout the a p­ 
prov al of three of the directors. 
Suppose the directors are to hold a 
m eeting on Wednesday and you want 
to borrow $5 ,000 on Monday. 
You ap­ 
ply to Norges bank and are told that 
the matter w ill be taken under consid- 
* ration at the 
directors’ m eeting on 
Wednesday, and you may look for an 
answer to your a pplication by Thurs­ 
day. It does not matter in the least tha t 
you wa nt the $5 ,000 on Monday and 
not Thursday. 
You 
sim ply hav e to 
wait. 
The origin of this institution wa s as 
peculiar as its mana gem ent is unusual. 
Soon after the nominal union of Nor­ 
way and Sw ede-, in 18 14, the latter 
country began to feel the need of grea t­ 
er money fa cilities to meet the demands 
of the rapidly 
increasing commerce. 
I he problem of securing the necessary 
ca pita l for a great national institution 
w a s a v ery sim ple one for the Nor­ 
wegia n gov ernment. 
It raised stockholders for the bank 
just as it raised soldiers for its armies. 
Ev ery w ell to do citizen wa s com pelled 
to take so much stock. He w a s a lw a ys at 
liberty to take more if he chose, but a l­ 
w a ys 
in 
am ounts div isible 
by fiv e. 
Bookkeeping w a s made easy on a new 
principle, in 
accordance 
w ith which 
sums ending iu other figures than fiv e 
and zero were to be excluded from the 
books. 
This nationa l bank is also a pawn - 
» ■hop. 
It is a uthorized by la w to lend 
m oney on any nonperishable goods, pro­ 
v ided they can he deposited in the bank 
and kept under lock and key. 
For this 
serv ice it charges rather less than tho 
usua l 
pawnbroker’s 
interest, 
w’hich 
m ay perhaps account for the rarity of 
priv ate pawnshops in Norway. In the 
regula r loan 
department the curious 
rule is enforced that loans may not be 
made for less than one m onth nor 1 r 
more than six and only for sum s of at 
least $120. — Pittsburg Dispatch.
